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LOVE the idea of riding a bike in the beautiful 
West Dorset countryside, but deterred by how 
much effort it would take to pedal up those hills? 

Well now there's a solution as Martin Gershon 
has recently introduced electric bikes tours to 
Marshwood Trails, his outdoor activities com¬ 
pany, one of the first in the country to do so. 

And if cycling isn't your thing then you could try 
one of his guided walks or innovative treasure 
hunts. 

Martin lives in Morecombelake where he has 
been for the last three years. 


■ HOW did Marshwood Trails come into being? 

I’m very much an outdoor person and when offered vol¬ 
untary redundancy last year from Natural England, the 
government’s conservation agency, I thought here’s my 
chance to try to make a living from something I have a 
real passion for. I love showing people the countryside 
and really enjoy walking and cycling so I thought, ‘can I 
combine these things into a business?’ And that is exactly 
what I’ve been doing since last summer. 

■ WHAT kinds of tours do you offer? 

I provide half day and full day guided walking and elec¬ 
tric bike tours. Our walking tours take in favourites like 
Golden Cap and less well known places off the beaten 
track that are lovely just the same. There are stops along 
the way to try local food or drink, and take in the won¬ 
derful views. It’s about giving people a real taste of this 
special area. We also offer treasure hunts where partici¬ 
pants follow a trail that takes them to hidden objects 
which are located using a handheld GPS device. It’s par¬ 
ticularly good for children because it turns what they 
think of as a boring old walk into an adventure. 

■ WHAT'S unique about the way you do it? 

It’s the personal touch that having a guide who knows the 
area brings. We have developed some great routes with 
loads of points of interest on them. We can help people 
identify any wildlife seen on the day and explain the his¬ 
tory of the areas we visit. People can book places on a 
‘scheduled’ tour and we can also help groups design their 
own day out such as a special family occasion or corpo¬ 
rate event. These can include a delicious picnic at a view¬ 
point or a quaint country pub on the route. 

■ HOW big is your patch? 

It stretches from the tip of Portland through Abbotsbury 
to Lyme Regis and inland we have trips around Bridport 
and Beaminster, and in Thomas Hardy country. We also 



venture into East Devon with some delightful routes 
around Beer and Branscombe. 

■ SO where is West Dorset's best kept secret? 

If I have to name one place, then it would probably be 
Marshwood Vale, which combines fascinating historical 
places like Whitchurch Canonicorum with the stunning 
views you get from Pilsden Pen all the way to the sea at 
Lyme Bay. If you want to find out any more secret places, 
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you’ll have to book a place on one of the tours. 

■ WHO are your tours aimed at? 

We provide something to suit all interests. To help people 
choose the right tour we always give an indication of what 
to expect and then ensure the pace suits the whole group. 
Children have to be at least 14-year-olds to go out on the 
electric bikes. However, they are very welcome on the 
walks and treasure hunts if accompanied by an adult and 
the same goes for well behaved dogs too. 

■ WHAT is the most exciting part of this venture for 
you? 

I love walking in this area and the treasure hunts are great 
fun but it is incredibly exciting how electric bikes can 
transform cycling in this lovely but hilly area, opening it 
up to people who would never previously consider having 
a go. I love the smile you see on people’s faces when they 
get to the top of the hill without being totally out of 
breath. And at the end of the day, you feel great rather 
than exhausted which is certainly a bonus. 

■ WHICH three famous people would you like to 
take on one of your tours? 

I would like to take Thomas Hardy as he was a cycling 
enthusiast and I’d be interested to find out what he 
thought of the electric bikes. Chris Packham the presenter 
from Springwatch would provide lots of insights into the 
local natural history and Eric Morecombe, would keep us 
laughing all day whatever the weather.

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Decision time on the beach mission 


TOWN councillors are expected to decide tonight 
(Wednesday) whether the United Beach Missions will 
return to Lyme Regis after their values and objectives 
were questioned last year. 

In November, Councillor Mark Gage raised concerns 
over the United Beach Missions (UBM), which have 
visited Lyme for the past 40 years to play games and 
teach Bible stories to children on the beach during sum¬ 
mer holidays. 

Councillor Gage said he had received complaints 
from parents because the group was not open about 
their religious values and, reportedly, on one occasion 
told children to be “wary of non-believing adults as 
they may be paedophiles”. UBM later described this 
claim as “nonsense” 

Councillor Gage met with UBM representatives Tim

Howlett and Gerard Chrispin, along with town clerk 
Mike Lewis, in March. A report from the meeting will be 
discussed by councillors tonight as they consider a re¬ 
quest from the Christian group to use a section of the 
beach during the summer holidays. 

UBM seeks permission from the council to use the 
beach every year but it has become customary for council 
officers to send a standard letter of consent with no input 
from councillors. 

The meeting between UBM and Councillor Gage cov¬ 
ered concerns that the group kept their Christian message 


“intentionally low key” through their uniforms, and 
some parents mistook them for council employees. 

It was agreed that, if UBM were allowed to return to 
Lyme, they would wear badges stating they were part 
of a Christian organisation and their A-boards would 
also make this clear. It was also agreed that UBM vol¬ 
unteers should always approach parents before chil¬ 
dren and will not hand out any unsolicited leaflets. 

UBM have requested to run two 60 to 75 minutes 
sessions during the days between July 21st to August 
18th, including Bible stories, quizzes, competitions 
and songs, plus a tug o’ war competition if there is 
space on the beach. In addition, evening activities for 
the whole family will be run on Tuesdays and Thurs¬ 
days. The area of beach requested for use is four metres 
by four metres close to Jane’s Cafe. 


Council face inquiry over Tenerife footpath 


Return of 
the farmers' 
markets

LYME Regis Town Council is facing the expense of 
fighting a public inquiry over the use of a public footpath 
that has been used by local people since the 1920s.

DCC considered the matter and felt there was insuffi¬ 
cient evidence to uphold the application and found 
against the town council. 

But the matter turned back in favour of the town council 
when, on appeal, the Planning Inspectorate felt the appli¬ 
cation was valid and made an order that the path should 
be added to the definitive map and opened again to the 
public. 

Judicial review 

However, the adjoining landowners objected again, as 
was their right, calling for a judicial review. The county 
council has now decided to take a neutral stance and have 
forwarded all correspondence to the Planning Inspec¬ 
torate to investigate further. 

In a report to Lyme Regis Town Council being consid¬ 


ered tonight, Councillor Anita Williams, a qualified so¬ 
licitor, writes: “This means they will reconsider the mat¬ 
ter, either by way of written representations or by way of 
public inquiry owing to the number of people involved.” 

The Planning Inspectorate will will issue notification 
of a public inquiry, giving four to six weeks notice. 
Dorset County Council will organise and set up the in¬ 
quiry which will be held in Lyme. 

Councillor Williams is requesting that the public in¬ 
quiry should not be held in the summer months and coun¬ 
cillors will decide tonight how they will deal with such 
an inquiry.

COUNTRYSIDE campaigners have 
criticised the latest draft renewable 
energy strategy for Dorset. 

CPRE Dorset say the policy could 
still pave the way for hundreds of 
wind turbines in the county and takes 
little account of Dorset’s beautiful 
landscape. 

The Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE) group in the county 
is now calling on local people to read 
and comment on the policy before 
the end of June deadline. 

CPRE Dorset chairman Richard 
Nicholls said: “County councillors 
seem to be labouring under the im¬ 
pression that the majority of people 
in Dorset welcome wind turbines but 
this is not our experience and we are 
appealing for people to make their 
voices heard. 

“If those who oppose wind turbines 
in our spectacular and much-loved 
landscape do not speak up we could 
end up with hundreds of industrial- 
scale wind farms.” 

He is also critical that the docu¬ 
ment has been sent to only a limited 
number of organisations with an in¬ 
vitation to endorse the draft strategy. 


Mr Nicholls says CPRE also ques¬ 
tions the timing of the county council 
cabinet’s approval of the strategy, 
just days before the start of the ap¬ 
peal over four wind turbines at 
Alaska Farm, East Stoke near Ware- 
ham. 

At the cabinet meeting only one 
councillor, Andrew Cattway, voted 
against the draft renewable energy 
strategy. He questioned the criteria 
which had been used by consultants 
to draw up the possible number of 
wind turbines which might be 
needed, based on 2007 figures. 

“We could see a large number of 
industrial-scale wind turbines as a re¬ 
sult of this strategy paper. 

“CPRE quote 360 and, if I recall, 
the previous draft paper gave a figure 
of 180.” 

Cabinet environment spokesman 
Councillor Robert Gould said the 
paper was a non-statutory document 
which had been changed from the 
original as a result of 186 responses 
from organisations and individuals. 

“The impact of wind farms have 
been considered and it needs to be 
remembered any applications will be 


tested by the planning process and 
through local plans which we hope 
local people will engage with.” 

Councillor John Wilson, the cabi¬ 
net’s sustainability champion, de¬ 
scribed onshore wind farms as “the 
least desirable option we have to 
face” and said he hoped that other 
technologies, such as biomass would 
limit the need for turbines in Dorset. 

Planning officer Antony Littlechild 
said the figures in the strategy were 
not hard and fast. 

His colleague Peter West told the 
cabinet, when talking about wind tur¬ 
bines: “Personally I don’t think there 
will be more than 30 in Dorset by 
2020 .” 

But he did admit that much of the 
target was made up by including the 
Navitus Bay windfarm being pro¬ 
posed off the Dorset coast. 

Ending the debate council leader 
Angus Campbell said : “We have ex¬ 
pressed our concern that wind tur¬ 
bines are not appropriate for most of 
Dorset, if at all. We need to look at 
other ways of creating energy which 
is not detrimental to Dorset.”

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Councillors dismiss 
adventure trail book 
as'too commerciar

SUGGESTIONS to create 
an adventure trail booklet 
to sell to visitors in Lyme 
Regis failed to win town 
councillors’ support. 

Councillor Rikey Austin 
put forward the idea of cre¬ 
ating a 32-page adventure 
trail map, based on the new 
town map by artist Keith 
Robinson, at last week’s 
Tourism and Advertising 
Sub-Committee meeting. 
However, other members 
expressed concerns about 
the price of the project and 
thought it was “too com¬ 
mercial” for the town 
council to manage. 

Councillor Austin ex¬ 
plained that the book 
would cost an upfront pay¬ 
ment of £3,000 to the artist, 
a further three per cent roy¬ 
alties cost from sales, and 
50 pence each to have 
printed. It would be sold in 
the Tourist Information 
Centre for about £3.99 to 
£4.99 and would guide 
families around the town 
as they solved clues about 
local landmarks. 

When councillors raised 
concerns that it was too 
commercial for them to 
run, Councillor Austin ar¬ 
gued: “People come to 
Lyme an pay to park their 


car. I don’t see how this is 
any different.” 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Sally Holman, replied: 
“Yes, but they get a serv¬ 
ice. They get somewhere 
to park their car.” 

Councillor Austin: “They 
get a service with this, they 
get a book.” 

Councillor Holman: “I 
think there is a difference.” 

The Mayor also de¬ 
scribed the idea as “old 
fashioned” and said she 
didn’t think people would 
be drawn to it. 

Sub-committee member 
Wayne Bradbury, who rep¬ 
resents the hoteliers, said 
he thought paying the 
£3,000 upfront would be 
“quite a risk”. 

Councillors Anita 
Williams and Chris Clip- 
son agreed that they liked 
the concept but would like 
to see it done on a much 
smaller scale, using the 
free traders’ map as an ex¬ 
ample, and aimed more at 
children or school trips. 


Councillor Clipson also 
expressed concern over the 
suggested selling price of 
£3.99 to £4.99, saying that 
it was “quite a big chunk 
out of people’s pockets”. 

Councillor Austin said 
they could look at a cut 
down version on a smaller 
scale, but added: “I don’t 
have a problem with this 
council putting out some¬ 
thing that gets people 
around the town and pays 
for itself.” 

Councillor Williams 
asked if the council could 
fund such a commercial 
enterprise. The town clerk, 
Mike Lewis, said he would 
like to speak to the artist 
Mr Robinson, as the pro¬ 
posal did not fit in with the 
council’s original agree¬ 
ment with him when he 
produced the town map. 

It was agreed that Coun¬ 
cillor Austin would look 
into alternative costings 
and cut down designs and 
come back to the council. 


Council to sponsor 
church flower festival 


LYME Regis Town Council has agreed to 
sponsor the upcoming Llower Lestival 
with a small donation of £50. 

A request to sponsor the festival, which 
will be held at St Michael’s Parish Church 
over the weekend of September 7th to 9th, 
came from organiser Betty Wood who 
spoke at last week’s Tourism and Adver¬ 
tising Sub-committee meeting. 

Mrs Wood explained that this year’s fes¬ 
tival would be themed “Lyme Life” and 
would incorporate as many aspects of 
community life in Lyme Regis as possi¬ 
ble. The festival will be opened by Deputy 
Lieutenant of Dorset, Minnie Churchill, 
and would tie in with ArtsLest. 

Mrs Wood said: “We are doing this be¬ 
cause the church does take a lot of money 
to run and our small congregation does 
not suffice. 

“A flower festival is a very nice way of 
raising money but flowers do cost a lot.” 


She then spoke about the role of the 
church within the community and showed 
councillors photos of the last flower festi¬ 
val in 2008. 

Mrs Wood added: “We do need help 
with financing all this and we don’t usu¬ 
ally ask for handouts so we hope you will 
sponsor some flowers.” 

Town clerk Mike Lewis explained that 
the flower festival organisers had asked 
for a donation through the local grants 
system in 2008 but had been unsuccessful. 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin said: “The 
flower festival draws people from all 
around and is very popular with people in 
the town.” 

She suggested £50 would be an “appro¬ 
priate figure” to donate. 

Councillor Chris Clipson said he 
thought the council should be more gen¬ 
erous but it was agreed to donate £50.

Water taxi plan for 
the Jurassic coast 


PLANS for a pilot water taxi along the Jurassic Coast 
will be aired at a meeting of town council officials 
from across East Devon. 

The meeting is being held to discuss proposals for 
a water taxi linking Seaton and Sidmouth with other 
towns along the coast. 

Proposals will be discussed at the meeting of the 
East Devon and West Dorset Waterborne Transport 
Working Group scheduled for April 19th. 

The vessel initially earmarked for this service in a 
Jurassic Coast Partnership (JCP) report would be able 
to carry up to 70 passengers. 

It also highlighted a catamaran design, which was 
significantly cheaper and with capacity of 90 passen¬ 
gers. 

The scheme has the potential to cater for up to 
75,000 passengers making 122,000 trips, including 
commuters between the towns, according to the JCP 
report. 

Fares could be £6.90 return, and £4.50 single for 
Sidmouth to Seaton, the report stated. 

Dorset County Council is leading a bid from the 
Coastal Community Fund for cash to move the plans 
forward. The report by the Jurassic Coast Partnership 
stated that boats or sea-borne transport should be 
considered separately from public transport. 

It said: "When considering some of the holiday 
parks along the coastline, not necessarily served by 
public transport or cycle/bridleway facilities, all 
would be within reasonable distance of the sea and 
potential landing areas. 

Additionally, the best way of seeing the Site is from 
the sea. 

"There is an overall benefit to visitors and the Juras¬ 
sic Coast if the form of transport that can be provided 
is sustainable and is an attraction in its own right. Sea 
borne transport for most would fall into this category.

"As far as the Jurassic Coast is concerned, we con¬ 
clude that depending on the actual stretch of coast, 
water based services timed for commuters would 
have a potential market on the scale of hundreds of 
passengers per day." 

The meeting in Seaton on April 19 th will involve rep¬ 
resentatives from the coastal communities along the 
Jurassic coast and water and land based transport 
companies. 

The initial pilot scheme will run from Exmouth to 
West Bay and stop at designated resorts along the 
coast including Lyme Regis. 

Sally King, Jurassic visitor manager, said they were 
positive and hopeful of moving the scheme forward. 

She said:"A one-off pilot project is being proposed 
for East Devon and West Dorset so this meeting is to 
get the relevant people together to see if we can 
progress that and move it forward. It's early stages 
so this is the initial meeting to try and progress the 
plans. 

"Really if it's going to take off an awful lot of people 
need to work together all along the coastline includ¬ 
ing existing boat operators and bus operators be¬ 
cause we are looking to link it in with that." 

She added: "We are hoping to apply for Coastal 
Community Funding by the end of April although we 
are not sure how much yet, that is still to be looked 
into. 

"Obviously it will depend on what kind of vessel we 
will use so a taxi will give the impression of a smaller 
vessel but we are definitely looking at something 
which can be used by local people."

Should the development 
trust be holding this purse? 


■ TO get more affordable housing in Lyme, Lyme 
Regis Town Council recently decided - following a 
presentation by Wendy Davies, chairman of Lyme 
Regis DevelopmentTrust, about using a Community 
Land Trust - that "councillors would help LymeFor- 
ward facilitate a public meeting." ("Now is the time 
for housing solution" - View from Lyme Regis, March 
28th). 

No-one I know is disputing the need for affordable 
housing, nor the need for new approaches to ad¬ 
dress the market's seemingly relentless upward 
push on prices. Nor is anyone disputing the com¬ 
plexity or scale of the job. 

What is under discussion is who should be making 
the decisions and controlling the money - poten¬ 
tially a lot of it-and how they would be held to pub¬ 
lic account. 

Councillor Daryl Turner has called for the commu¬ 
nity to be asked whether they want a CLT, and who 
should run it and "hold the purse". 

LRDT's Wendy Davies has told town councillors the 
CLT"would be under the umbrella of LymeForward", 
which is managed by LRDT, and by Wendy in partic¬ 
ular. Councillor Lucy Campbell, employed by LRDT's 
subsidiary LymeNET, has said that "not to use Ly¬ 
meForward would be a waste of a resource." 

Noting Lyme RegisTown Council's"commitmentto 
transparency in its relationship with its partners" 
("Council endorses working relationship with LRDT" - 
View from Lyme Regis, February 29th) I imagine most 
people will feel entitled to know rather more about 
these two statements. 

For a start, was anything put in writing to council¬ 


lors, or is the town - as before with the study centre 
- being asked to formally back a vague proposal? 

For example, what does "under the umbrella of Ly- 
meForward"mean? Someone has already said to me 
that it "sounds shady", which wordplay highlights 
their concern that LymeForward is not a fund-hold¬ 
ing body, and does not have clear processes of de¬ 
cision-making and lines of accountability. 

Its funds are held by LRDT, and not publicly ac¬ 
counted for separately. (I have pointed out to 
the town clerk that this is odd, given that LymeFor¬ 
ward is mostly funded by LRTC and WDDC. He has 
not yet replied.) 

As for how LymeForward makes decisions, no min¬ 
utes have been put on its website since 2010. We 
must assume that, as its fundholder, the trustees of 
LRDT hold a big sway over it. 

Someone I discussed this letter with said that "no- 
one elected LRDT to run so much of our town, and 
no-one I know wants them to". Is that a commonly 
held view? 

It will be interesting to watch how this public 
meeting, suggested by Councillor Rikey Austin, sis¬ 
ter of the LymeForward Co-ordinator, is put into 
practice. 

What should be our minimum expectations? And 
what are the pitfalls of using public meetings to 
gauge public opinion? Perhaps this paper can com¬ 
pile and publish people's views on this. 

After all, our community's democracy is as impor¬ 
tant as affordable homes.

Stay on top of your lawn 


John Bright Fencing 


When to mow 

Little and often is the recipe for success. 
Regular cutting keeps the lawn thick, tidy 
and deters weeds. For most lawns, at the 
start of the year set the mower blades to 
3cm (1,25in) and cut the lawn about once a 
week. 

When the grass grows faster during the 
spring and summer, lower the blades to 2cm 
(1 in) and you may need to cut up to twice a 
week. 

During long dry spells, mow less fre¬ 
quently, let grass grow longer and don't use 
summer feeds that will make lots of new 
growth. If you are in a drought area your 
lawn may turn brown in summer, but learn 
to live with this rather than using a sprinkler 
and it will soon recover when it rains in au¬ 
tumn. 

Tidying edges 

Tidying lawn edges keeps the grass look¬ 
ing neat and prevents it from spreading into 
borders. After mowing, trim any grass that 
overhangs the edges with long-handled 
edging shears or a rotary trimmer. 

Re-cut edges each spring using a half¬ 


moon edging tool. For straight edges, cut 
against a plank of wood and for curves, trim 
along an old hosepipe laid on the ground - 
leave a vertical edge about 7cm deep. 

Parts of an edge that have been severely 
damaged are easy to repair. Use a spade to 
slice through the turf, cutting out a small rec¬ 
tangular piece from around the damaged 
area. 

Lift from the ground with the spade and 
turn it around, so the damaged part now 
faces the lawn. 

Press down firmly and fill the damaged 
area with compost. Sow grass seed over the 
compost and water. 

Feeding 

Feeding regularly with a lawn fertiliser will 
make it greener and thicker, which helps it 
resist weeds and moss. There are different 
formulations depending on the time of the 
year you are feeding, and there are also feed 
and weed products, which will kill moss, 
while providing nutrients to the grass. 

Removing weeds 

Learn to tolerate a few weeds in the lawn, 
but if small patches or single weeds need to 


this spring! 

be removed, pull up by hand with the help 
ofa daisy grubber tool or similar device. This 
helps to get the deeper roots of perennial 
weeds out. 

Alternatively spot-treat with a dab-on 
weed killer that can be bought in tubes. Use 
a selective weed killer on lawns with large 
colonies of weeds, such as creeping butter¬ 
cup. 

Repairing patches 

If your lawn has a sunken patch, repair by 
making an H-shaped spade cut across it with 
a half-moon edging tool and then peel back 
the two flaps of turf over the hollow. Add 
some topsoil, level and firm down the flaps. 
Fill in the gaps left by the cuts with more 
topsoil. 

If part of the lawn is used regularly as a 
path, prevent it from becoming worn away 
by laying stepping-stones. Dig out paving- 
slab slices of turf and set these just beneath 
the surface of the lawn so a lawn mower can 
pass over them safely.

Beat the petrol crisis and 
save fuel by eco driving 

THE 1AM is urging drivers to adopt fuel-saving driving 
techniques rather than stock up on petrol. 

While the queues at filling stations continue, many 
drivers could save up to ten per cent simply by adopt¬ 
ing a smoother driving style. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best said:"Green driving 
techniques can easily improve fuel efficiency by up to 
ten per cent. In other words, if the monthly price of 
filling up is typically two tanks at £70 each, an ad¬ 
vanced driver can save £14 a month." 

The 1AM has some easy tips to reduce fuel consump¬ 
tion: 

Read the road ahead and try to anticipate what the 
traffic around you will do, for example at traffic lights, 
roundabouts and junctions. There's no use accelerat¬ 
ing hard away just to have to brake 50 yards on - both 
MPG killers. Cruise control is useful and economic for 
smooth driving on long journeys, but turn it off on 
hills. 

Stick to the speed limit. Reducing speed from 
85mph to 70mph can save up to a litre of petrol every 
20 miles. 

Switch off the engine if you are going to stop for 
some time at a level crossing or slow-changing lights. 
Small cars use 1.5p of petrol every minute and 
medium-sized cars lose petrol and money at double 
this rate. 

Lighten the load. Excess baggage or an empty roof 
box will increase your fuel consumption. Check that 
the contents of your boot are essential, and remove 
the roof box while not in use. 

Check your tyres. Underinflated tyres will increase 
your fuel consumption by up to three per cent. Check 
tyre pressures when the tyres are cold, at least once a 
month.

Spring tyre safety advice from mytyres.co.uk 


SPRING flowers are appearing in parts of 
the UK and so thoughts are beginning to 
turn to the prospect of warmer weather 
and possibly longer and more frequent 
car journeys, mtyres.co.uk, part of Eu¬ 
rope's leading online tyre retailer Delti- 
com, is offering motorists some practical 
road safety advice related to the tyres on 
their vehicles.

Firstly, ensure that all tyres have at least 
3.00mm of tread depth for maximum 
safety - the law requires a minimum of 
1.6mm of tread on all running tyres.

A simple 
tip from mytyres.co.uk to drivers who do 
not have a tread depth gauge handy is to 
look for the three letters TWI, or a similar 
indication with the same meaning, such 
as an arrow, which appear on the tyre's 
sidewall.The letters stand forTread Wear 
Indicators (as well as the arrow) and ad¬ 
jacent to those letters are raised areas at 
the base of the tread grooves, set at 
1.6mm. This indication serves as a visual 
warning of when the tyre is approaching 
or at the minimum legal limit. 

Secondly, check and adjust if necessary 
tyre pressures against the manufacturer's 
handbook recommendations. Incorrect 
tyre pressures increase wear and use 
more fuel and increase C02 emissions. 

Thirdly, check for uneven wear or other 
damage which can be caused by 


tyres/wheels being out of alignment fol¬ 
lowing hitting a kerb or a pothole in the 
road. It is recommended that if in doubt 
motorists should consult an expert at a 
garage or tyre fitting station. 

Fourthly, clean dirt from around the 
tyre valve and fit dust caps. And check for 
any sidewall damage, cuts or bulges, 
again if in doubt about any possible 
damage drivers should check with an ex¬ 
pert. 

And finally, if whilst driving the driver 
experiences vibration, wheel wobble or 
discovers adverse signs of wear, front 
tyres should be checked for balance.

Change of mind brings success 

BOB Buckler had decided to withdraw Mister Matt 
when he encountered heavy rain on the way to Hereford 
last Wednesday. 

The nine-year-old was making his first appearance 
after his winter break, and in light of his last run at 
Chepstow in October, when he finished at the back of 
the field in heavy going, Buckler had decided that the 
combination of the rain plus the heavy watering before¬ 
hand on the course might prove too much again. 

However on arrival, finding that two of the original 
five had already withdrawn, he decided to let him take 
his chance in the Les Swanwick Electrical Handicap 
Chase over two miles, and he was rewarded with a prize 
fund of almost £5,000 after he made all the running to 
head off the fast finishing Russian Flag by a neck. 

Despite jumping left for most of the race, Andrew 
Glassonbury stretched his two opponents as they ap¬ 
proached two from home, with only odds-on favourite 
Jaffonnian going with him. 

His challenge ended when he fell at the last but it then 
looked like Timmy Murphy’s fast finishing mount 
might catch him, but Buckler’s horse kept galloping to 
the line to just head him off. 

In addition to the first prize they also picked up the 
bonus of another £860 for the unclaimed third and 
fourth prize money. 

Buckler said: “Although the ground was pretty soft, 
we decided to run him in the end. Although he jumped 
left and lost a lot of ground each time, he jumped safely 
and whilst it looked a lot closer, I think he was starting 
to stretch away at the line.” 

Sulpius, another who likes good ground, was also hav¬ 
ing his first run after a break of four months and fin¬ 
ished a creditable third in the Hay-On-Wye Booksellers 
Handicap Hurdle over two-and-three-quarters-of-a-mile 
on the same card. 

“He has strengthened up over the winter, and again al¬ 
though the conditions weren’t ideal but in a very good 
performance. He led until two out but then got tired in 
the mud.” 

Never Says Never completed the trio of runners in the 
bumper, the final race of the day. 

Having only his second race of his career the four- 
year-old followed up a fine third place on his debut at 
Wincanton last month by finishing fifth. 

Buckler was pleased with his run but said: “This time 
he knew what it was all about mentally and he fought 
Andrew all the way around. He’s a typical big baby and 
wouldn’t settle. 

“He got himself to the front and led until two furlongs 
out when he got tired. Considering the ground was hor¬ 
rible by now and he also likes good ground he did well, 
but we may need to start him off at the back next time 
to try and get him settled.” 

There was no joy however for the stables horses at 
Newton Abbot on Saturday that saw the elegant River 
Indus retire after being pulled up in the St Austell Brew¬ 
ery Handicap Chase over three-and-a-quarter miles. 

In his 50th race which included five wins and 17 other 
placings he has not showed the form of last season in 
his three runs to date this year, and Buckler has decided 
to retire the 12-year-old. 

“He has done his bit and paid his way, and it is sensi¬ 
ble to retire him now in one piece. He may well now go 
point-to-pointing.” 

The Henley trainer is puzzled by the form of Quix 
who does not show the potential he does at home on the 
racecourse. 

The six-year-old show glimpses of his potential but 
eventually finished fifth in the two-and-three-quarters- 
of-a-mile Keith And Ginny Bell Ruby Wedding 
Novices’ Handicap Hurdle. 

“It’s partly immaturity and the rest I think is in his 
head. We started hi at the back where he pulled quite 
hard, but then settles nicely and on the second circuit 
looked good as he moved through to take order, but then 
on the last one had his head up and was looking around. 
He wasn’t distressed or tired at the finish, so we will 
have to look again at what we can do to get him running 
as well as we know he can at home.” 

Malin Head finished a disappointing sixth after lead¬ 
ing the field by 15 lengths at one point in the Newton 
Abbot Races Handicap Chase. 

Andrew Glassonbury set off with eventual second 
placed Pacha D’Oudairies and the pair had soon opened 
up a big lead over the rest. However as the race came 
to a head the rest of the field caught up and the Strictly 
Come Racing owned horse couldn’t quicken enough. 

“Andrew probably should have eased off a little in¬ 
stead of going with Nick Schofield’s horse and let him 
get into some kind of rhythm.”

Fast playing Puddletown see off Poole 


JUST one league game of rugby football 
took place on Easter Saturday, and I ven¬ 
tured to Puddletown to watch their game 
against Poole.
